and even fewer seemed to care— 
that Edmonton will probably lose a 
provincial seat before the next elec- 
tion. A commission on electoral 
boundaries released a report in 
February that recommended remov- 
ing three seats from other Alberta 
communities, and putting them— 
where else—in Calgary. Liberal 
MLA Hugh MacDonald says the 
commission report is flawed because 
it based Edmonton’s population on 
the 2001 census report when, in fact, 
Edmonton’s population grew 4.5 per 
cent that year, 2.4 per cent in 2002 
and is estimated to expand another 
4.5 per cent in 2003. The report was 
so contentious that one of the five 
commission members, Bauni 
Mackay, wrote a minority position 
stating that she did not agree with 
the decision of her colleagues. 

For its part, the City of Edmonton 
tried to drum up a petition against 
the riding loss, urging 
Edmontonians to call the Citizens’ 
Action Centre with their thoughts. 
That campaign ended on March 21 
with only 2,014 responses. Compare

FACT VS FICTION, PART 1 

Chances are, if you've been paying 
attention, you have heard some of 
the following things about Rocket 
from the Crypt: they were formed by 
the son of a Portuguese fisherman 
who assembled his team of musical 
superheroes in Puerto Rico, where 
the locals are uncorrupted by the 
machinations of the Industry; drum- 
mer Ruby Mars, a former team Alva 
skateboarder, has one arm; their real 
names are Hector, Salvador, Juaquin, 
Flaco, Juanto, and Horencio; and, 
over the course of a storied career, 
they’ve shared the stage with music 
legends such as the late Sun Ra and 
James Brown. 

Some of these things may or may 
not be true, while others, such as 
their claims of rubbing shoulders 
with the likes of the Godfather of 
Soul, certainly are not. Either way, 
the Rocket men aren’t saying, caus- 
ing some unsuspecting journalists 
(whose work is later posted on the 
band’s Web site) to be taken in by 
mischievous RFTC myth machine of 
cryptic liner notes, web rumors and 
official press releases. 

Bassist Petey X, over the phone 
from his home in San Diego, has dif- 
ficulty stifling a laugh: “No, no, that’s 
all true...” 

“Well,” he then drawls in regards 
to the band’s relationship to JB we're 
just old friends. We didn’t actually 
tour together... we just jam.” 

Mmmm, hmmm. 

Funnily enough, some people still 
don’t get RFTC’s liberal use of, how 
shall we put it... creative license. 
Even when it should be more than 
obvious. For instance, take the title of 
their latest offering, Live From Camp 
X-Ray. Petey, help us out here: 

“Obviously Camp X-Ray is the ter- 
rorist camp in Cuba, but we 
[weren't] trying to make any kind of 
statement. We just like the way 
Camp X-Ray sounded, truthfully. 
And when you add, ‘Live From’ it 
just makes it funnier. 

“{But] when we did press for it, 
people were like, ‘Live?’ C’mon, put 
two and two together, we're not 
playing live from there. If it was really 
a live record we'd tell you where it 
was recorded... 

“Well, actually, maybe we 
wouldn't.” 


THIS MUCH IS TRUE... 
Rocket From the Crypt actually 
came together in San Diego, 
California in 1989. Founded by Petey 
X and vocalist Speedo (John Reis, 
also of Drive Like Jehu and Hot 
Snakes fame), the band lifted their 
name from Cleveland proto-punk 
outfit Rocket From The Tombs and 
proceeded to mine every ounce of 
musical Americana—from the fury 
of ’50s rockabilly to the horror show 
punk of the Misfits to, yes, James 
Brown. (Besides guitarist N.D., the 
group also features a funky hom sec- 
tion manned by Atom and JC 2000.)

Anyway, this much is also true: in 
their 14 years together RFTC have 
amassed a prolific discography of 7 
inches, 12 inches, EPs, split-singles 
and full-length releases on some of 
the hippest labels around. (And 
some not so hip: they had a two- 
album tenure on Interscope). Their 
hard work and impeccable street 
cred has garnered them a fanatical 
fanbase, from modern day greasers 

diggin’ their smokin’ rock ‘n’ roll 
soul, to arty kids smitten by the 
band’s high concept, low-ball execu- 
tion album design, not to mention 
their experimental sound explo- 
rations. (On their previous effort, 
Group Sounds, RFTC, recorded the 
bass and drums on a boom box). 

And here, in the frozen north, 
where months, even years can go by, 
without the eect by 2 ofa 
true rock extravaganza, the level of 
excitement surrounding the impend- 
ing Rocket touch down is palatable.

LOOKING FOR R-E-S-P-E-C-T 

When told that Rocket are per- 
forming in Edmonton one night after 
another surefire spectacle (Bruce 
Springteen and the E-Street band), 
albeit one of much larger propor- 
tions audience-wise, Petey X makes 
ahigh pitched, difficult-to-describe 
noise—one that betrays neither a 
positive nor negative response. 
However, when the subject turns to 
ticket prices his reaction becomes 
decidedly more discernable. 

“How much is he charging?” he 
asks in mock-disbelief, having 
already been told of the Boss's triple 
digit entry fee.

“And how much are we charg- 
ing?”

“We need to up our price,” he 
laughs. “Somebody's getting ripped 
off here.” 

In this instance, RFTC have no one 
but themselves to blame; they are 
well known for insisting on keeping 
cover charges affordable, although 
Petey insists they’re not trying to 
make a Fugazi-style statement (the 
DC-based PC punks also insist on 
low, low prices, as well as a com- 
plete moratorium on merchandis- 
ing). “We just do things how we like 
it. We don’t care if people know 
about it or not—or preach to other 
bands that this is the way it should 
be done,” he says. 





However, Petey will grudgingly 
admit that it is frustrating to see, as 
each new Rock Renaissance is hailed 
by the press, bands that have taken 
their moves ‘n’ grooves straight for 
the RFTC playbook and shot to 
glory, while he and his bandmates 
often struggle to make ends meet.

BRUCE SPRINGSTEEN SURGED RAP- 
idly into the global bloodstream 
with 1984’s bombastic mega-hit Born 
In The USA. Outstripping Prince's 
Purple Rain and U2’s Joshua Tree in 
the sales department, it shipped 15 
to 20 million copies (reports vary) 
and was followed by a marathon 
global tour that saw five million 
fanatics bellow 
“Brooood000000000000ce!” every 
time their beloved, blue-collar poster 
boy stepped up to the mic. Although 
Springsteen himself later dissed Born 
In The USA as a “party record” (one

source cites Cyndi Lauper’s dizzy 
“Girls Just Wanna Have Fun,” as its 
impetus), the track’s pumped-up, 
over-driven, dance floor sheen made 
“The Boss” a household name from 
San Fran to Frankfurt to Aussieland. 

Unfortunately, Born In The USA is 
usually the one and only 
Springsteen record people have in 
their collection — kinda like order- 
ing a burger and fries in a great 
Italian restaurant. Yeah, sure, 
Springsteen's rock ‘n’ roll, but he’s a 
little more exotic than he’s often 
dished out as. 

Anyone who owns more than one 
of his records knows the truth: 
Springsteen’s body of work, 30 years 
and counting, is a panoramic indul- 
gence of folk, rock, blues and coun- 
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try sprung from a soul-burnin’, 
shake-rattle-and-roll heart. 

On his first two albums, Greetings 
From Asbury Park and The Wild, 
Innocent and E-Street Shuffle, both 
released in 1973, Springsteen 
emerged as the scruffy, East Coast 
beach bum spinning street-smart, 
R&B tales about serenading down

In 1975 he crossed the Jersey state 


line, this time in full-blown poetic 
force with Born To Run — a majestic 
melodrama, rich with the “Big Man” 
Clarence Clemon’s bittersweet sax 
sweeping across Manhattan and Roy 
Bittan’s gorgeous Gershwinesque 


piano lines. 

Then came punk. Darkness On The 
Edge Of Town isn’t punk rock per se. 
But in 1978, when street-walkin’ 
cheetahs roamed CBGB's, 
Springsteen wasn’t far removed 
from their raw, emotional power 
with his hard-hitting tracks 
“Badlands,” “Adam Raised a Cain” 
and “Streets of Fire.” 

Two years later he followed up 
with The River. Another stripped- 
down rock ‘1’ roll affair that con- 
fronted Reagan’s rust-belt reality 
while managing to crack a few 
smiles with the rave-up, “Crush on 
You,” the roadhouse rocker, 
“Ramrod,” and his first big radio hit, 
“Hungry Heart” (which was origi- 
nally offered to the Ramones). 

Then came country. Holed up ina 
rented farmhouse (Colt’s Neck, NJ) 
with his Hank Williams’ records and 
short stories by Flannery O'Connor, 
Springsteen carved out a literary 
landscape belonging to the deep, 
dark heart of Americana, circa 1982. 
With just his guitar and a four-track 
tape machine, he conceived the stark 
sounding, tormented soul of 
Nebraska, pre-dating the alt-country 
movement by a good 10 years. 

And when the dust settled after 
Born In The USA finally finished its 
universal romp, Springsteen ven- 
tured into his own dark heart 
(although he maintains it isn’t auto- 
biographical) with the tender but 
troubled romance of Tunnel Of Love 
in 1987. On that tour, he opened the 
show by tossing red roses from the 
stage into the audience. Some think 
of him as this generation's Sinatra. 

The narrow interpretation is to

“TT’S ONE OF THOSE THINGS [THAT] 
you don’t want to admit you like. 

Mike Bilcox isn’t talking about 
the pop-punk music of his band, 
Not By Choice, but rather 
philosophising on the clandestine 
popularity of a certain MTV pro- 
gram: “You don’t want to admit 
that you watch Becoming, but 
everybody does it.” 

The Video for NBC’s second sin- 
gle, “Now That You Are Leaving,” 
off their debut album, Maybe One 
Day, features a parody of the hit 
show, in which four nerdy nobod- 
ies get to become Not By Choice. 
Dreamt up by a record label intern, 
the video has provoked a huge 
response from fans and was even 
chosen to be Much Music’s “The 
BIG ONE.” (If you haven’t seen it, 
you really aren’t watching enough 
of the Nation’s Music Station.) 

From their first arrival on main- 
stream consciousness not too long 
ago, NBC have had to deal with 
repeated comparisons to Sum 41.

Old School This movie pretty much becomes 
The Will Ferrell Show, which is not a bad thing if 
you want 90 minutes of continuous lowbrow 
laughs and nothing more.

Phone Booth Phone Booth is a rarity: it takes a 
simple concept and explores it in a stripped- 
down manner. A Hollywood thriller that’s less 
than 90 minutes long is normally unthinkable, 
but the filmmakers focus on the juxtaposition of 
distance and intimacy between Stu (Colin 
Farrell) and the sniper to crank the drama to 
harrowing proportions. Its commentary is sub- 
tle. Metaphorically, the voyeuristic sniper is both 
the media and the viewer, scrutinizing Stu 
through his lens, shaping his actions with the 
power to make or break him, all while giddily 
enjoying the show. This subtext stays in the 
background, though, and never overshadows 
story or character. **** (DA) 


The Pianist This isn't an emotionally easy film. 
Its power comes from how simply and unemo- 
tionally it casts its gaze about and sees the most 
terrible things, refusing easy categorizations, 
admitting no heroes or villains. It's not hard to 
point the camera and show Nazis doing evil, but 
Polanski is just as uncompromising and unsen- 
timental when he points the camera at the 
Warsaw Jews. The film is so subtle and unin- 
flected, you almost miss extraordinary heroism 
and courage when it appears. But for all its 
seeming dispassion, The Pianist is a deeply 
emotional film. With choices so subtle they 
don't even feel like choices at all, Polanski gives 
us a human picture of an unthinkable thing.

Shanghai Knights Historical revisionism can be 
entertaining when it's well done, but Shanghai 
Knights stretches to ridiculous extremes to 
accommodate all the historical winking; those 
gags that provoke a smile are outweighed by 
those that make you want to crawl into your 
popcorn and die. Still, in Owen Wilson and 
Jackie Chan, we've got two of today’s most like- 
able leads: the ever-entertaining Wilson can sal- 
vage dialogue on his delivery alone — it’s not 
the size of the joke, it's how he uses it— and 
Chan defies his advanced years for a few clever 
physical bits. The first film managed to coast on 
its stars alone; Round Two is about par for that 
course, except bigger and glossier. And as a

For Alain, throwing together such 
disparate talents is the main point of 
the festival. He’s happiest to hear 
that the various artists are crossing 
over and taking chances. 

“It's amazing when all these peo- 
ple get together and are part of the 
same production.

LIVIA STOYKE FOUNDATION 


THE NIGHT OF ARTISTS HAS 
supported a number of causes, | 
Oncology Research, | 
Emergency Medical Services, Breast | 
Cancer Research, to the Food Bank 
and Santas Anonymous. This year 
the festival will turn over proceeds 
from Saturday’s gala to the Livia 
Stoyke Foundation, named after a 
popular local web designer who 
died in a tragic kayaking incident 
last year. 

The foundation, run by Stoyke’s 
boyfriend Trevor Wiltzen, has 
already put together an astonish- 
ingly ambitious program in the 
eight months it’s been operating, 
ranging from commissioning thirty 
local artists to create paintings for 
the Women’s Emergency 
Accommodations Centre, to offer- 
ing free haircuts (in association 
with David Barrymore Hair Salon) 
to homeless women. 

“Of course the Night of Artists 
has such a rich grouping of artists, 
and Phil (Alain) loved the idea of 
doing a benefit. At least a third of 
the artists (from their own pro- 
gram) are from the Night of Artists 
group,” says Wiltzen “The founda- 
tion has five points to it: supporting 
artists, women, and children, allevi- 
ation of poverty and protecting the 
environment. We do this in a num- 
ber of ways, with a lot of different 
programs. Like for instance, we 
offer interest free loans to provide 
damage deposits for impoverished 
women. There’s no interest 





charged, and they pay back about 
ten dollars a month, or whatever 
they can afford. The beautiful thing 
is that when they decide to move 
on, they can keep the damage 
deposit. And the money they pay 
back goes into a fund for other 
women.”

“In a misogynist society, all the words 
for women’s sexuality are derogatory,” 
says Chanelle Gallant, member of the 
Toronto Women’s Bathhouse Committee 
(producers of the “Pussy Palace” bath- 
house event, June 12). “[But] why let 
centuries of powerful men define what 
‘pussy’ means?”

Besides, says Musicio, who sells 
“cunt” t-shirts and stickers on her Web 
site, KaliKunti.com (a reference to the 
carnal power of the Indian goddess, 
Kali), it's about time the meaning of this 
word was returned to its rightful owners. 

“Throughout history, in India, China, 
and Ireland, versions of the word ‘cunt’ 
were used as a powerful adjective to 
describe priestesses and goddesses,” 
Muscio tells me: 


‘(Cunt] still has shock value. But I’d 
call my friends bitches in a second. It’s

Not all of us are quite there yet. 

“Cunt’ has always been the curse 
word on reserve,” says Toronto publi- 
cist, Debra Goldblatt. "That still has 
shock value for me. But I'd call my 
friends bitches in a second. It's become 
a word of endearment.” 

Common usage of such terms nowa- 
days also frees them from being gender 
specific. Now men can be called bitches 
and sluts, too. 

(“I understand it as a kind of revenge 
on men in general,” a straight, male law 
librarian tells me of his “slut” status 
among his gal pals.) 

“Popular culture definitely influences 
the evolution of language,” says Howard 
Richler, who pens a weekly column on 
language for the Montreal Gazette. He
